The history of the Mid-West 


Equipment Co. reads somewhat 
like a book. Harry L. Carr. the 
company's founder, was a me- 
chanical engineer in Battle Creek, 
Mich..

As many oth- 
1W*persons have done he went to 
the farm in an effort 
to regain

In direct 
and straightforward 


language, the director warned 
county superintendents that he 
hoped no undertrained 
teachers 


would be permitted to remain on 
their payrolls unless the sanction 
of the state education department 
is first obtained. 


REDUCE SURPLUS

cam.ot be used for the paper mon- 
ey and the government will contin- 
ue to use 75 per cent linen and 25 
per cent cotton until a more effec- 
tive currency material is developed 
at the bureau of standards or other 
laboratory 


Acting Secretary of the Treasury 
Ogden L. Mills notified F. Leslie 
Body, general manager of the Gal- 
veslon commercial 
organization, 


that cotton paper once had been 
used in the production of currency, 
but it was not sufficiently durable 
for the purpose, it was learned to- 
day. 


The Galveston Chamber of Com- 


merce had adopted resolutions urg- 
ing the treasury to consider the use 
of cotton for paper money in order 
to assist in the recovery of one of 
the agricultural industries which 
has been adversely affected by 
price reductions. 


Cotton paper formerly was cm- 


ployed for currency. During war 
years and the period immediately 
after, cotton paper was used be- 
cause of the scarcity of hnen. most 
of Ihc latter now ussd for money 
paper being imported from Ireland 
Difficult!, v/as encountered in pro- 
ducing bills of uniform size on cot- 
ton paper as well as trouble in en- 
graving processes. 


Ali-linen paper stock was tried 


but eventual!}, the bureau of stan- 
dai ds, at the request of the trea- 
sury, developed the paper now in 
us" ivhich is held to give excellent 
result, although continued experi- 
mentation is in progress to find

M'GOVERN GIVES 
THREE RULES FOR 


HIP'S REDUCTION

NEW YORK, July 22.—By far 


the greatest number of women who 
indulge in physical training are in- 
terested in reducing their hips. 


Since the ideal of the perfect 


figures does not permit of hips 
that are out of proportion with 
the rest of the body, women re- 
sort to many expedients to meet 
this requirement. Clothes can of- 
ten, be cut 
to disguise round 


shoulders, or make a ngure that is 
too stout look more slender, or 
one that is too slim appear .aearer 
the happy medium. But too large 
hips cannot be disguised merely by 
the skill of the dressmaker^ 
} 


Hips may become too large for 


many reasons. .There may be _]& 
general tendency towards fat ac- 
cumulation, incorrect posture may 
be responsible, or there may . be 
too liule exercise. 


Diet will do little to relieve this 


condition.. Even outdoor exercises 
like hiking, tennis, swimming, 
golf, hoiseback riding and other 
sports that necessitate free move- 
ment of the legs, fail to reduce 
large hips. 


Specific exercise must be added 


to the regular routine of sports, 
and they must be practiced regu- 
larly and persistently—mere put- 
tering with them will have no 
effect. If a woman really works 
at them such 
exercises 
should 


bring noticeable results in two 
weeks and improvement should be 
even more rapid thereafter. But 
if she stops abruptly, the condi- 
tion will soon return. 


The following 
exercises 
are 


especially 
recommended for the 


woman with large hips: 


1. Ge't down on all fours, 


supporting the body on hands 
and toes. Keep the hands on 
the floor, then jump, spread- 
ing the / feet apart; jump, 
bringing them.-together again. 
Repeat ten times, increasing 
the number of moves daily. 


2. Down on all fours, feet 


and hands on the floor, jump, 
bringing the right knee up 
and left leg straight out; al- 
ternate the movements of the 
legs, similar to a running 
movement. Repeat ten times. 


3. Down on 
all 
fours, 


hands and feet on the floor. 
Jump, bringing the knees for- 
ward under the chest as far 
as possible. Then jump back 
out to straight position. 
Re- 


peat ten times, increasing the 
count daily-

warts of the victim would eventually 
show up as bum pa on the tree. 


A wart 13 a tumor of the skin. It 
develops on the hand, usually during 
childhood. Of course, a wart may 
be found on some other part of the 
body knd it may be seen In adult life. 


As a rule there is no pain attached 
to this tumor-like growth. A wart 
may cause pain if situated In a 
location where it becomes Irritated, 
such as on the knuckle or along- the 
nail. In such a position It 13 apt to 
crack and bleed, causing pain. 


Warts that appear In large num- 
bers on the backs of hands of chil- 
dren 
usually disappear spontane- 
ously, or may do so after some sort 
of local treatment. 
Single warts 


which appear in adult life do not 
disappear so readily. 


Th.ey may be removed by a knife 


or 
by 
caustics. 
Monochloracetic 
acid is extensively used for the re- 
moval of warts. 


The acid should never be used 


without the supervision of your doc- 
tor. Too frequent applications may 
cause 
unpleasant damage to the 
skin. 


The 
applications are 
continued 


once daily over a period of three 
days. The process may be repeated 
on another occasion and as often us 
is necessary to completely :destroy 
and remove the wart.
